BLANKENBAKER PARKWAY AS A DESIGNATED PARKWAY WITHIN 
LOUISVILLE METRO AT A POINT BEGINNING AT THE 
INTERSECTION OF TAYLORSVILLE ROAD AND CONTINUING IN A 
NORTHERLY DIRECTION TO THE CITY LIMITS OF THE CITY OF 
JEFFERSONTOWN, KENTUCKY.

 WHEREAS, the Legislative Council of the Louisville/Jefferson County Metro 

Government (“Metro Council”) wishes to improve aesthetic appeal and maintain the scenic 

qualities of certain thoroughfares in Louisville Metro, and, 

WHEREAS, the City of Jeffersontown, Kentucky, has previously taken action to identify 

the majority of Blankenbaker Parkway as a Designated Parkway pursuant to Section 10.3.3 of 

the Land Development Code, the zoning regulations in effect for Louisville Metro; and, 

WHEREAS, the Metro Council desires to create and promote uniformity of standards for 

Blankenbaker Parkway, and to create an aesthetically pleasing thoroughfare for the Louisville 

Metro community; and, 

WHEREAS, the Metro Council wishes to nominate the remaining portions of 

Blankenbaker Parkway under Section 10.3.3 of the Land Development Code, beginning at a 

point intersecting with Taylorsville Road and running in a northerly direction to the city limits of 

the City of Jeffersontown, Kentucky, 

NOW THEREFORE BE IT RESOLVED BY THE LOUISVILLE METRO COUNCIL: 

Section I: The Metro Council hereby requests that the Louisville Metro Planning 

Commission take the necessary steps as outlined in Section 10.3.3 of the Land Development 

Code to apply Parkway Designation to Blankenbaker Parkway, beginning at a point intersecting 

with Taylorsville Road and running in a northerly direction to the city limits of the City of 

Jeffersontown, Kentucky.
